WANAMAEKER’S SUIT. 


The Government Obliged to Refund Nearly 
$10,000,000 in Duties. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratocu. 

New York, October 13.—It was said at the 
Oustom-hbouse yesterday that under the de- 
cision of the United States Oircult Oourt at 
Philadelphia in the case of John Wanamaker 
against the United States, the Government 
would probably bave to refund anywhere from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000. The suit was brought 
to recover $148 alleged excess of duty paid on 
some silk ribbon that had been imported, and 
the court held that the plaintiff was entitled 
to recover it under the tariff law adopted in 
1988. The Treasury Department has held that 
slik ribbon came under the section of the 
tartf which made silk liable to a duty of 50 per 
Gent ad valorem, and all silk ribbons have 
been subjected to this du 

Section 448 of the revised statutes reads as 
follows: **Hats, and so forth, materials for;

He walked twenty feet from the 
bank when the rope began to sway, slowly at 
first and then violently. Bates was unnerved 
and dropping his pole fell astride of the 
ope and seized it with both hands. He swun 

ntothe rope an instant, and then coppies 
over and bung on to it with both hands and 
feet. He made several setomye to draw him- 
self up, but seemed to have suddenly lost 
strenxtb, for which he ts noted, and then he 
begged hie friends to aid bim. 

rthur Cullen saw a way of doing it, and 

rushed around to the mouth of the quarry. 
The boom of the derrick with its dangling 
rope was almost under Bates, and Cullen seiz- 
ing the end of the rope in his teeth climbed 
the center-pole and went out on the wire guy- 
rope hand over head until‘he reached Bates, 
who was now white with fear. Cullen tied the 
derrick rope to the rope, and Bates slid down 
upon it to the boom, and then went down the 
boom to the ground, where he fainted. Oul- 
len followed 4 down, and with the aid of 
others restored him to consciousness.
